Another 


Council Hears Register of Wills; 
Handles Other City Business 


At the June 30 regular meet- 
ing of the Greenbelt City Coun- 
cil, Lynn Loughlin Skerpon, the 
Register of Wills for Prince 
George’s County, described for 
council the services her office 
provides in handling citizens’ af- 
fairs at the end of life. Despite 
the name, the register and her 
staff are state, not county, em- 
ployees although the county 
provides their office space. 
Skerpon has been the register 
since August 2000. 

Her office oversees the admin- 
istration of estates of all county 
residents who owned property 
and assists citizens with the re- 
quired paperwork for administra- 
tive probate. In addition, they 
accept wills for safekeeping for a 
$5 fee and serve as the official 
keeper of estate records for 
Prince George’s County. In this 
latter capacity, her office has 
records predating statehood. 
These records are available for 
genealogical research. Although 
the staff cannot do the research, 
the office maintains computers 
for public access. Many records 
have been scanned into the com-

puter system; some old records, 
however, are too fragile to be 
scanned and are only available 
on paper. 

Skerpon stressed the need for 
everyone with property to have a 
will. She said that 70 percent of 
adult Americans do not have a 
valid will. In her experience as 
a probate attorney and as regis- 
ter, she said she has seen the 
problems that the lack of a will 
can cause. Skerpon offered com- 
munity groups brochures and 
other materials on administering 
estates, on wills and estates and 
on advance directives. She said 
she frequently meets with com- 
munity groups to discuss the ser- 
vices of her office and the im- 
portance of wills. She invited 
groups interested in having her 
address them to contact her of- 
fice. 

Street Resurfacing 

Following Skerpon’s presenta- 
tion, council turned to specifi- 
cally city business. Director of 
Public Works Kenneth Hall pre- 
sented a video and brief discus- 
sion of the new Nova Chip pro- 
cess used to resurface five city 


streets this spring. These in- 
cluded Lakeside Drive, Lastner 
Lane, Ora Glen Drive and por- 
tions of Northway and Ridge 
Road. Hall said that the new 
process allowed the city to resur- 
face each of these streets in a 
single day. 

In addition, since the surface 
can be driven on immediately 
after rolling, the disruption to 
motorists is minimized. As a fi- 
nal benefit, this process, which 
does not require milling the 
street, allows the city to resur- 
face 60 percent more street for

It is closer 
than it has been for 59,000 
years, but I am hoping that the 
sandstorms don’t start before it 
reaches opposition just before 
Labor Day. The image of Mars at 
its closest should be larger than 
the view we got of Jupiter, now 
on the other side of the sun.

City Fails to Win 
Aging Services Grant 


by Barbara Hopkins 


State budget cutbacks are tak- 
ing their toll on Greenbelt’s ser- 
vices to its citizens. Due to a cut 
in funding for the Innovations in 
Aging Services Grant Program the 
Maryland Department of Aging 
was only able to fund a limited 
number of proposals. Greenbelt’s 
proposal was not one of them. 

The amount available for the 
grants was reduced from 
$142,000 to $60,000. According 
to Christal Batey, community re- 
source advocate for the city, the 
grant would have been used to 
set up a multimedia outreach 
network to inform citizens of ser- 


vices available for seniors. With- 
out the grant, Batey said, the 
program would need to be modi- 
fied and be less extensive. She 
plans a series of articles in the 
News Review and is working to 
provide more information for se- 
niors on the city’s website. A 
planned call-in show on the 
Greenbelt cable channel would 
have been the most costly por- 
tion of the network to implement 
and has had to be scrapped. 
Batey said the needs assessment 
survey results would be consid- 
ered in developing the future 
plans for the program.

Dear Mrs. Greenyard, 

Grass clippings do not cause thatch when left on lawns. Thatch is 
a layer of organic material comprised of grass roots, not the grass 
blade that is mowed. Grass roots contain lignin, a substance that is 
very slow to decompose and causes thatch. Grass clippings, 
however, which are up to 90 percent water and contain little lignin, 
decompose quickly. 

The EPA recommends leaving grass clippings on lawns to reduce 
the amount of waste that must be collected and managed and to 
enhance the natural health of lawns. As short grass clippings filter 
to the ground and naturally decompose, nutrients return to the soil 
and support further turf growth by supplying part of the lawn’s 
fertilizer needs. This practice can save about one fertilizer 
application per year. 

Grass clippings increase the soil’s organic matter content, along 
with its ability to retain moisture and nutrients, to resist erosion, 


and to maintain cooler temperatures during the summer. To foster 
healthy standing grass, do not cut more that one third of the blade 
off, and no more than one inch total, at any one time. Switching to 
a mulching mower blade will reduce the size of your grass cuttings.

Federal Funds Given for Bulletproof Vests 


Senators Barbara Mikulski (D- 
MD) and Paul Sarbanes (D-MD) 
jointly announced the award of 
matching fund grants to purchase 
bullet-resistant vests. Law en- 
forcement agencies in the Wash- 
ington metro area will receive 
over $33,000 for the purchase of 
bulletproof vests. The grants are 
awarded by the U.S. Department 
of Justice’s Bulletproof Vest Part- 
nership Program. The City of 
Greenbelt will get $6,609, 
enough for 15 vests. 

“We need to protect our pro- 
tectors,’ said Mikulski. “We 
need to make sure our men and 
women in uniform have the best 


equipment and safety gear so 
they can do their jobs, I will 
continue to fight to make sure 
people on the front lines protect- 
ing our families and communi- 
ties have the resources they need 
to keep us safe.” 

“There is a pressing need to 
ensure that our local communi- 
ties have resources necessary to 
combat crime and ensure the 
safety of our citizens,” said 
Sarbanes. “These federal funds 
will help to protect those who 
protect our communities.” 

The Bulletproof Vest Partner- 
ship Program awards grants to 
law enforcement agencies in all 


50 states, but smaller jurisdic- 
tions receive priority. The grants 
require recipients to match at 
least 50 percent of the cost of 
each vest. Over 6,500 applica- 
tions were received this year and 
over $149,000 has been awarded 
to jurisdictions throughout Mary- 
land. 

Mikulski serves on the Com- 
merce, Justice, State and Judi- 
ciary Appropriations Subcommit- 
tee, which funds the Justice De- 
partment and this grant program.

the same cost as traditional 
methods. 

Councilmembers compliment- 
ed Hall both on the cost savings 
and the appearance of the re- 
paved streets, which is smoother 
and quieter than the company’s 
normal surface because Hall chose 
to use a smaller gravel in the mix 
than the company normally uses. 

USO 

Kyle Dettinger, past com- 
mander of Greenbelt’s American 
Legion Post, presented an 
$18,000 check to representatives 
of the USO. The money was 
raised at a May dance co-spon- 
sored by the legion and the city 
government. John Hanson of the 
USO said that the money would 
be used to support services the 
organization provides to U.S. 
military personnel around the 
world, such as internet stations 
from which they can contact 
families and friends back home. 

Fuel Station 

Council authorized City Man- 
ager Michael McLaughlin to 
sign contracts with the Maryland 
Energy Administration (MEA) for 
a compressed natural gas (CNG) 
fast-fill pump to be installed at 
the public works facility. Resi- 
dents with CNG vehicles will be 
able to use this pump, although 
initially only during normal 
Public Works working hours. Af- 
ter the Public Works renovation 
is completed, a system allowing 
24-hour access will be available. 
MEA will reimburse the city for 
cost of the pump. The city must 
provide the estimated $20,000 
installation cost. 

Legislation 

Revisions to the city’s capital 
improvements budget were intro- 
duced for first reading. A public 
hearing will be held on the issue 
at the July 14 regular meeting. 
The ordinance would increase 
the projected expenditures from 


the $1.3 million in the adopted 
budget to $2.2 million. Major 
increases are: $75,000 for a new 
animal control facility; $96,000 
for the CNG fast-fill appliance 
($76,000 of which will be offset 
by the state grant); a $66,000 in- 
crease in the amount budgeted 
for repairing windows in the 
Community Center; $23,000 
more for Community Center fa- 
cility needs; $5,000 for the 
Greenbrook' Trail bridge; 
$640,000 for land acquisition 
(completely offset with grant 
funds); and $75,000 for repairs 
to the Braden Field tennis courts. 

Two items have been deleted: 
$20,000 for traffic calming and 
$46,800 for playground improve- 
ments. Mayor Judith Davis noted 
that council has scheduled a 
worksession on _ playground 
policy beginning a process to 
better identify what playground 
improvements are needed. 

An ordinance establishing a 
reserve fund for future building 
improvements was adopted. 
Councilmember Thomas White 
expressed disappointment at the 
“woefully inadequate” appropria- 
tion ($50,000) for fiscal year 
2004 (which began July 1). 

Davis and Councilmember 
Alan Turnbull asked for staff to 
put together some type of esti- 
mate of the expected cost and 
time frame for major building im- 
provements for consideration dur- 
ing next year’s budget process. 
McLaughlin said that the staff al- 
ready has a list of anticipated 
needs, such as new roofs, that are 
reviewed each year. However, 
this list does not include cost in- 
formation. McLaughlin doubted 
that he could provide a projected 
cost schedule for next year’s bud- 
get process. 

An ordinance implementing 
the new pool fees approved dur- 
ing the budget process was ap- 
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proved, as was an ordinance ad- 
justing the appropriations for Fis- 
cal Year 2003, which was ending 
at midnight that night. This 
process ensures that all city ex- 
penditures for the fiscal year fall 
within appropriations authorized 
by council. 
Boards and Committees 

Council: 

eAccepted Advisory Planning 
Board Report 03-02 for consider- 
ation at a future council meeting. 
The report recommends that 
council recommend approval of 
the detailed site plan for the six- 
story, 155-unit Hilton Garden Inn 
to be built on the Golden Tri- 
angle if the developer agrees to 
make several improvements and 
to submit sign and lighting 
plans for city review. The 
Golden Triangle is the commer- 
cial development adjacent to 
Greenbelt Road and Kenilworth 
Avenue opposite the entrance to 
Greenbelt Park. 

eApproved a staff recommen- 
dation to extend the deadline 
for studying measures taken to 
address resident concerns about 
the basketball court in Windsor 
Green. Usage of this court was 
significantly reduced by the fre- 
quent spring rains, making mean- 
ingful analysis impossible. 

eAccepted the Youth Advisory 
Committee’s report on the Youth 
Forum held June 24. Roughly 
40 citizens, albeit more adults 
than youths, attended and shared 
ideas and interests with council. 
Another forum is planned for 
next spring. 

eAccepted the resignation of 
Carol Malveaux from the Park 
and Recreation Advisory Board 
(PRAB), reappointed Kilolo 
Ajanaku to the Youth Advisory 
Committee and appointed Bar- 
bara Foreman to the Public 
Safety Advisory Committee and 
Derrick Lee to PRAB.
